STRATEGIC INFRASTRUCTURE TO CONNECT OUR SUBURBS 


My vision is to better connect our residential suburbs, both digitally 
and physically, with other economic centres, paving the way for 
increased amenity, improved facilities, employment and growth. 

Since 2013, more than $350 million has been invested locally 
in infrastructure projects to improve connectivity with strategic 
employment zones in Wangara, Neerabup, Malaga, and Perth CBD. 

The extension and widening of the Mitchell Freeway and traffic 
bridges at the busy intersections of Joondalup Drive and Ocean Reef 
Road with Wanneroo Road will help to save time for commuters. 

Regional traffic connectivity has also been improved through the 
$1.1 billion Northlink Project, significantly shortening travel times 
via the Reid and Tonkin Highways to our statewide FIFO, and 
international hub at Perth Airport. 

Under the Roads to Recovery and Black Spot programs, the City 
of Joondalup received $2 million in funding to improve the safety of 
local roads, including the busy intersections along Marmion Avenue 
at McWhae Road in Hillarys, and also Cambria Street in Kallaroo. 

Over the next two years, $215 million of federal funds will be invested 
in extending the Mitchell Freeway to Alkimos, and $36 million spent 
on the widening between Hepburn Avenue and Hodges Drive. 


A further $350 million will be spent on the 14.5 kilometre railway 
extension to Yanchep, expected to be completed by 2022, 
connecting thousands of residents with businesses in Joondalup 
City Centre. 

I will continue my efforts to re-align and connect Gnangara Road 
with Whitfords Avenue to further improve access to jobs and 
services in Wangara.

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AUSTRALIA’S C0VID-19 ECONOMIC 
RECOVERY BEGINS LOCALLY 


The Morrison Government has a clear plan 
to achieve Australia’s economic recovery 
through economic stimulus and reforms in 
the areas of skills and vocational education, 
industrial relations, taxation, deregulation, 
and energy security. 

The Job Seeker and supplement 
payments to recipients of Centrelink 
benefits provided much needed immediate 


economic stimulus and support during the 
intial stages, when it was required. 

The JobKeeper programme maintained 
the employment of millions of Australian 
workers while keeping businesses afloat 
during the COVID-19 crisis. 

A number of other measures including 
deferring ATO remittances, rent relief, 
deferred loan repayments, and early

access to superannuation, helped to assist 
those affected by the economic shutdown. 

As we move into the next phase of our 
national economic recovery, the JobMaker 
program will update our skills and training 
system to develop an educated and 
highly-skilled workforce which supports 
an innovative services sector, digital 
economy, and a technologically advanced 
manufacturing sector. 

Minister for Employment and Skills, 
Senator Michaelia Cash, recently visited 
local Vocational Education and Training 
facilities including North Metropolitan TAFE 
and the College of Electrical Training to 
meet with students and better understand 
their local training needs. 

The Government has taken a conciliatory 
approach to industrial relations reform, 
building on the constructive cooperation 
of employers, employees, and unions 
working together to find practical solutions 
to keep Australians in jobs. 


FUNDING AGED CARE FACILITIES 


As our population within the electorate ages, there is a growing 
need to provide more aged care and respite care facilities to 
address the current level of unmet need. 

Local families are faced with long waiting lists and require improved 
access to aged care services to meet their individual care needs 
and financial circumstances. 

It is encouraging to see additional aged care facilities planned at 
Burns Beach, Currambine, Edgewater and Joondalup. Liberal for 
Burns Beach Trish Botha, welcomes the job opportunities that 
these projects will bring to the local area. 

As at 30 June last year there were 444 residential aged care places 
funded in Moore with a further 16 short-term restorative care and 
121 transition care places, bringing the total to 581 places. 

In monetary terms, during the last year $31.6 million was allocated 
to residential aged care and $17.2 million for home care sen/ices. 
A further $511,000 was made available for short-term restorative 
care, $8.6 million for transition care and $3 million for the 
Commonwealth Home Support Program. 

In addition, the Federal Government recognises the needs of self- 
funded retirees, in particular, the increasing cost-of-living pressures 


and healthcare costs. Deeming rates have been reviewed in light 
of the current low-interest rate environment, which affects our 
retirees’ interest-bearing investments. 

Increased funding of residential aged care and home care services 
for our senior citizens remains a priority, which I am actively 
advocating for in Parliament.

EXPANDING 
LOCAL MEDICAL 
SERVICES AT 
JOONDALUP 
HOSPITAL 

To reduce emergency department waiting 
times and improve access to health 
services, the Morrison Government has 
delivered on its $158 million federal 
commitment towards a major expansion 
of Joondalup Health Campus. 

The State Government is contributing 
$98.7 million towards the upgrade. 
However, this represents a $68.3 million 
shortfall when compared with the $167 
million promised by WA Labor at the 2017 
State election. 

Consequently, a reduced $256.7 million 
staged building programme, expected to 
be completed by July 2025 will include: 

• 90 inpatient beds; 

• 30 mental health beds; 

• 12 emergency department patient 
treatment bays; 

• an urgent care clinic; 

• 6 critical care beds; 

• 362 public and staff parking bays; and 


• 2 operating theatres, one of which is a 
cardiac catheter laboratory. 

The architectural design has been 
completed with construction scheduled 
to begin later this year. The first stage of 
the works will include an expanded staff 
car park and emergency department, 
including 12 new treatment bays and an 
urgent care clinic. 

The specialist clinic will treat patients 
affected by drugs or alcohol in a separate 
clinical area, away from the main 
emergency department, easing pressure 
while providing a more secure treatment 
space. 


Further north in Yanchep, a new $20.8 
million Health Centre is being built with 
$10.4 million in federal funding and 
contributions of $2.3 million from Edith 
Cowan University and $8.1 million from the 
WA State Government. 

The Yanchep Health Centre will further 
ease pressure on Joondalup Hospital 
by providing access to critical services 
including allied health, nurse, and general 
practitioners, with midwifery services. 

Together with my State Liberal colleagues, 
we call upon the McGowan Government 
to deliver the shortfall of $68.3 million 
promised by WA Labor in 2017 for our 
hospital. 


STRONG LOCAL SUPPORT 
FOR UPGRADES TO 
COMMUNITY FACILITIES 

Thank you to the more than 1,500 residents who have signed 
e-petitions, in support of my budget submission requesting 
federal funding to upgrade local community facilties, including: 

• Construction of a new clubhouse for the Sorrento Surf Life 
Saving Club; 

• New clubrooms at Heathridge Park for the Ocean Ridge 
Amateur Football Club, Ocean Ridge Tennis Club and Ocean 
Ridge Cricket Club; 

• New clubrooms at Chichester Park in Woodvale; and 

• The upgrade of the facilities at MacDonald Reserve in Padbury 
for the Whitford Junior Football Club. 

Strong cases have been made for federal contributions towards 
the master planned upgrades at Percy Doyle Reserve for the 
Sorrento Bowling Club, and proposed clubroom extensions at the 
North Shore Country Club and Residents' Association in Kallaroo. 



Together with Liberal for Kingsley Scott Edwardes, we are campaigning 
for additional grants to make up the current $700,000 shortfall in funding 
towards the $4.16 million required to upgrade the ageing clubroom facilities 

at Chichester Park in Woodvale. 

Federal funding has also been sought for facility upgrades at 
HBF Arena in Joondalup, utilised by sporting clubs, including: 
the Joondalup Brothers Rugby Union Football Club, Joondalup 
Netball Association, Joondalup Little Athletics, Team XTR Triathlon 
Club, and the Joondalup Lakers Hockey Club. 

An economic stimulus payment of $1.4 million has been made 
available to the City of Joondalup towards the construction of 
shovel-ready facilities. 
























CHAMPIONING JOONDALUP LEARNING PRECINCT 


Future development at Edith Cowan University will occur on a 6.4 
hectare site, across Joondalup Drive from the main campus, on 
the corner of Hodges Drive, and the Freeway. 

A bridge will be constructed over the railway line providing vehicle 
and pedestrian access between the ECU College in Injune Way 
and the site. 

Approximately $70 million has been earmarked for future 
teaching, learning and research buildings over the next 5 years. 

A new multi-storey science building costing $48 million opened 
in February, featuring the largest periodic table in the southern 
hemisphere on the building’s facade. 

Our community stands to benefit from the expansion of education 
facilities within the Joondalup Learning Precinct, which includes 
ECU, a $50 million federally funded Cybersecurity Research 
Centre, North Metropolitan TAFE, the Police Academy, and other 
Vocational Education and Training organisations. 

The City of Joondalup has a strategic opportunity to develop 
a local economy based on the fields of higher education, 
science, technology, engineering and mathematics to support 
technologically advanced industries. 

The ECU School of Engineering is working on a number of 
research projects with real world applications. One such project 
is the development of an economically efficient, environmentally 


friendly, solar-driven water purification system, which could 
provide our communities with a reliable back-up water supply. 

In Parliament I will continue to advocate for increased investment 
in research and development, and the commercialisation of 
Australian inventions and intellectual property to support our 
domestic economy. Continued government investment in 
the Joondalup Learning Precinct will develop a highly skilled 
workforce for our future, providing employment opportunities for 
residents, locally.

GROUNDWATER 
RECYCLING TO 
SECURE LOCAL 
WATER SUPPLY 

Recognising the importance of water 
security the Federal Government has 
implemented a National Urban Water and 
Desalination Plan to secure our water 
supplies and reduce reliance on rainfall 
dependent sources. 

This is being achieved by supporting 
infrastructure projects and research 
in desalination, water recycling and 
stormwater han/esting and reuse. 

Australia’s first full-scale Groundwater 
Replenishment Scheme is located locally 
in Craigie. It started recharging recycled 
water to Perth’s deep aquifers in 2017. 

At capacity, the 28 gigalitre Advanced 
Water Recycling Plant will recharge the 
Leederville and Yarragadee Aquifers onsite,

with surplus water being transferred to 
recharge bores drilled in Wanneroo and 
Neerabup through a 13 kilometre pipeline. 

This will boost our capability to recycle 
water, replenish groundwater, and 
reverse the fall in the water table which 
has occurred in recent years. This has 
adversely affected Lake Joondalup and 


contributed to a drying of wetlands at 
Yellagonga and Yanchep National Park. 

I will continue to advocate for the 
expansion of this scheme to the Alkimos 
water treatment plant to secure the future 
water supply in our growing northern 
coastal corridor, and to meet the needs of 
our local horticultural industry.

BOLSTERING 
WA’s DEFENCE 
CAPABILITY 

In response to a challenging international 
security environment, our Federal 
Government plans to invest more than $4 
billion in upgrading defence capabilities 
within Western Australia. 

Patrolling our vast coastline is essential 
to maintaining border security, stopping 
illegal immigrants, and intercepting drugs 
and smuggled weapons before they cause 
harm on our streets. 

Across our State, Air Force bases at 
Curtin, Pearce, and Learmonth are being 
upgraded at a cost of $420 million. Closer 
to home, RAAF Pearce is undergoing a 
$30 million upgrade to accommodate the

latest P-8 Poseidon maritime surveillance 
aircraft, providing increased capability. 

To our south, HMAS Stirling naval base 
and the Australian Maritime Complex will 
receive a $365 million upgrade. 

The new facilities at FIMAS Stirling will 
include accommodation and space to 
train navy crews in the operation and 
maintenance of the new Arafura Class 
offshore patrol vessels. 

Ten of these patrol boats are under 
construction within our State at the Civmec 
shipyard in Plenderson. The contractor has 
committed to an 85 per cent target for 
local subcontract work, which is expected 


to create 750 new jobs in WA. 

Local shipbuilder Austal has also been 
awarded a $350 million contract to build 
six Cape-Class patrol boats for the Royal 
Australian Navy, supporting more than 
1,200 workers in the Australian supply 
chain, including 400 shipbuilding jobs at 
Austal’s Henderson shipyard. 

Australian Army facilities at Irwin, Guilford, 
and Campbell Barracks, the base of the 
elite Special Air Service Regiment located 
at Swanbourne will also receive $375 
million worth of upgrades. 

Overall defence spending will be increased 
to the equivalent of 2% of GDP.

$150,000 TAX 
DEDUCTION EXTENDED 

Businesses will be able to claim 
tax deductions for acquisitions of 
productive plant and equipment worth 
up to $150,000 in a single financial 
year with the Instant Asset Write-Off 
scheme extended until 
31 December 2020. 


Locally, construction work on infrastructure 
projects worth more than $1 billion is 
scheduled to start within the year, providing 
much needed economic stimulus, 
including the: 

• Expansion of Joondalup Health Campus; 

• Widening of the Mitchell Freeway 
between Hodges Drive & Hepburn 
Avenue, and extension to Alkimos; 

• Construction of the new breakwater 
walls at Ocean Reef Marina, and 

• Extension of the northern suburbs 
railway 14.5 kilometres to Yanchep. 

Private sector construction activity in 
Joondalup CBD and district centres 
remains strong with several landmark 
developments in progress, such as the 
$100 million aged care and retirement 
precinct on the former basketball stadium 
site in Collier Pass, the $45 million Arthouse 
apartment building in Grand Boulevard,

and $8 million lluka Plaza. 

To further support our construction 
industry, the Government’s HomeBuilder 
housing stimulus, will provide $25,000 tax 
free grants to eligible applicants to help 
them renovate or build a new home. Local 
tradespersons and sub-contractors will 
benefit from the increased activity. 
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
